Unknown, 
msung, and scarcely remembered are the 
nidentified soldiers who lost their lives 
the physical darkness of battles in the 
Might.

Inconsistent Agnostic 


An elderly man from a neighboring 
large city stopped at the Seventh Day 
Baptist Building recently and scooped 
up a number of Sabbath Recorders on 
the display table. It is not so strange 
that a man who evidently had nothing else 
to do should desire some religious read- 
ing. Not strange, we say, except that he 
professed to be an agnostic. 


Upon questioning, the old man said 
he wanted to give these back issues to an 
elderly lady who would read and enjoy 
them. He himself had no desire for 
Christian literature and really backed 
away when offered tracts which would 
help him to meet his spiritual need. (But 
he did take them.) 


What is an agnostic? Our friend agreed 
to the definition that he was one who 
didn’t know whether or not there was a 
God and who was sure no one else could 
know. He himself had once believed. 
What then had happened to make him 
an agnostic? People had let him down 
years ago, people who professed to be 
religious, went to church regularly, and 
prayed. 


Our next inquiry was naturally as to 
whether God had let him down. This 
he strongly affirmed. He had prayed for 
work. He had asked God to help him in 
a business way and God had not answered. 
In the brief conversation it seemed neces- 
sary to get him to face deeper needs. 
Had he ever asked God to forgive his 
sins? Did the Lord fail him when he 
prayed that kind of prayer? As is so

Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem 
him stricken, smitten of God, and af- 
flicted. Isaiah 53: 4. 
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often the case, questions like this brought 
the answer that he didn’t consider himself 
to be a sinner and therefore had not prayed 
that way. Plenty of people in the church 
were hyprocrites and sinners, because they 
were not perfect. Supposedly they needed 
to pray. But, of course, he was now an 
agnostic and didn’t do any praying. 

Another inconsistency manifested itself. 
A businessman who had supposedly de- 
frauded him, lost his business and came 
to poverty. “I thanked God for that,” 
said our poor friend. Perhaps he was not 
as much of an agnostic as he claimed, 
we suggested. His deep problem was 
selfishness and he was blaming God when 
he ought to be asking God to help him 
get rid of this spirit. 

The old man left with tracts in his 
pocket, Recorders for the Christian woman 
who was confined to her house, and still 
maintaining that he was too old a dog 
to learn new tricks and a horse that 
could be led to water but couldn’t be 
made to drink. 

Like the man of poisoned mind whom 
Jesus met on the shores of Genesaret, his 
name is Legion. Such people, just above 
the city mission level, need our love and 
help. Their unhappiness may be largely 
of their own making but we have a re- 
sponsibility to live more consistently for 
Christ and to help them end their days 
with a happiness only He can impart.

The editor has urged me to send mor 
frequent articles for use in the Sabbatl 
Recorder.

Those of you who were at Conference 
this year in California have, no doubt 
been attempting to convey to those wht 
could not go, some of the inspiration anc 
feeling of oneness that prevailed there 
It seemed to me that those in attendance 
felt a deep sense of urgency for deepenin; 
and strengthening the Christian and Sab 
bath convictions of each of us so tha 
we could and would find ways withit 
the will of God to share these convic 
tions with others. 


Reports given indicated that program 
of work of boards and agencies submittec 
to and approved for support by Confer 
ence last year will be possible of comple 
tion because a large enough percentag 
of us took seriously our obligation o 
regular financial giving to Our Worl 
Mission. At this writing it is impossibl 
to tell whether or not the $90,000 budge 
will be met in full but it seems well with 
in the realm of possibility. A very modes 
increase was approved by Conference mak 
ing next year’s total Our World Missio: 
budget $99,735. There is always so mucl 
more work open for us to do wheneve 
money and personnel are available. N 
doubt this same situation is present in loca 
church programs. Of course, in bot 
cases, we must try to be prudent an 
not set impossible tasks for ourselves. Bu 
again we must exercise faith to the en 
that God may really be at work among u: 
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We speak of “the Conference” or “a 
church” as having faith enough to plan 
work and to adopt a higher budget than 
has ever been raised before. Who is “the 
‘Conference’ or ‘a church’? Unless a 
large enough percentage of individual 
members have the faith to increase their 
lpersonal giving, the larger programs of 
work will not be accomplished and it 
will follow that what we thought was 
faith was not really that at all. 


It is very true that there are Seventh 
Day Baptists who are giving sacrificially 
to God’s work and they are receiving the 
igreatest blessing. It is also true that there 
‘are many Seventh Day Baptists who are 
failing to receive the blessing that awaits 
those who after prayerful consideration 
lof the duties of a faithful steward regulate 
their giving accordingly. 

I find as I attend the meetings of our 
boards, committees, and the Commission 
that much time and thought is spent in 
giving consideration to what Seventh Day 
Baptists want as a program. Prayer is 
jalways a part of these meetings, asking 
sod for wisdom and guidance in making 
plans. The boards, perhaps, are more 
aware of the needs in their various fields 
but certainly, I believe, have no wish to 
plan a larger program than members of 
the Conference want to support.

The program of work as set up and 
adopted at Conference this year looks to- 
ward the fulfillment of the plan which had 
to be curtailed last year of sending workers 
o the British Guiana field. Also a larger 
program of work has been planned for 
he Southwest and the program of de- 
nomination-wide field evangelism contin- 
ed. The work of outreach and Christian 
education in each local church is fully 
as important as our program of coopera- 
tive outreach. All of our boards continue 
to study and plan ways in which they 
may be of help with materials and sugges- 
tions in all phases of the local program. 


+ It would seem as if each of us should 
become familiar enough with the planned 
jwork of our General Conference so that 
we could offer constructive criticism and 
helpful suggestions as well as enthusiastic 
financial support. 
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Perhaps as we work together in the 
support and carrying out of this year’s 
program we will have our convictions 
strengthened and deepened and God will 
help us to find better ways of sharing 
them with others.

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Foundation 


By Kenneth E. Smith 


One of the most gripping sermons of our 
recent General Conference was by the Rev. 
Kenneth E, Smith of Denver on “A Common 
Foundation.” Because of space limitations we 
print here only the last part of it, as taken 
from the tape recorder. It was a powerful 
message, one which should be heard to be 
fully appreciated. Pastorless churches with ac- 
cess to a tape recorder might well request it. 


. . But when this peripheral disunity 
comes into the heart and steals away the 
basic unity of the Church of Jesus Christ, 
then it is the most tragic thing that could 
possibly happen. While the church goes 
on its way bickering about nonessentials, 
men still need Jesus Christ. While the 
church goes on its way straightening out 
the little details that make us unhappy, 
there is yet the foundation which cannot 
be changed and which we must share with 
all men. 


Up in the north woods of Wisconsin 
I have noticed that some of the streams 
are quite an amber color. That color comes 
from the fallen logs in those lakes of the 
north woods but the water is clean, pure, 
and good to drink. And in some parts 
of the country where the soil is very red, 
the streams have a red coloring, but if 
a man were dying of thirst he would not 
stop to analyze that water, he would drink 
and he would find it pure. While the 
church goes on its way arguing about 
the formulae of the living water, men 
thirst and die in need. 


I confess, as you have heard others 
confess, that my initial call to serve Jesus 
Christ was very soon clouded and con- 
fused by what seemed to me the necessity 
of joining this party or that party, this 
camp or that camp, rather than being 
a middle-of-the-roader, for the worst 
thing I knew in all the world was the 
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person who rode on the fence. My exper 
ence in the preaching years of my ministr}} 
has convinced me of this one thing —} 
that a man cannot go far wrong if h 
believes that the essential for the churc] 
is the one foundation which is to t 
found in Jesus Christ. I remember t 
Apostle Paul, when he was in prison, sai¢ 
in a letter that he was disturbed abou 
some of the preaching of the Gospel, buf, 
he said that whether it is done sincerel}} 
or whether it is done vainly Jesus Chris} 
is being preached. And if that is so, le 
us rejoice in that unity of our faith 
no other foundation than that which i 
laid in Christ Jesus, our Lord. 


Now what about those whose Chris} 
tology is on the brink, who have no fira 
foundation? I think we must say some) 
thing like this: “All right, if you doubj 
Jesus Christ, the next question is, Ari} 
you willing to believe if you must? O}. 
are you rather rejecting not only Hin) 
but the truth?” 1}

|As the room was taking shape a loyal 
jorker of the church — a missionary 
arse — died. Thoughtfully it was agreed 
jat the room be dedicated to her. This 
autiful gesture inspired the youth to 
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greater endeavor, for she had for years 
been a leader in that department of the 
Sabbath School. 


On the piano is a late photograph of 
the missionary, and in the middle of the 
worship center is Sallman’s interpretation 
of the face of the Savior whom she served 
so sacrificially. 

It was on a beautiful Sabbath day — 
September 13 — that the Miriam Shaw 
Sabbath School Room was gloriously dedi- 
cated by the class members. Several of 
the youth participated in the inspiring 
ceremony as family and friends gathered 
in the room. 

Someone whispered to me after the 
service that the Sabbath School teacher and 
her husband did a great deal of the work, 
but there it is, a lasting testimony to a 
devoted Christian who never hesitated to 
do her best for the Master.

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White-Man Grave in Ghana 


Akotompo Tree Preserves 
Memory of Velthuysen Grave

When I arrived in Ghana a few months 
ago, I contacted Brother Zijlstra of 
Holland in order to have particulars about 
the place where our missionary, the late 
Peter H. Velthuysen, died and was buried. 
Brother Zijlstra gave me all the informa- 
tion he was able to gather about our 
pioneer missionary in Africa who died of 
malaria fever in 1902 after he had been in 
the Gold Coast, now Ghana, only three 
months. We knew that he had been 
buried in Saltpond, but it was not an 
easy task to find the grave since in those 
days there was no record of the cemetery. 
The mission was discontinued after the 
death of Brother Velthuysen. 


My first idea was to go to Saltpond and 
investigate the matter, but later on I 
thought more advisable to contact the 
Methodist minister in Saltpond. The 
Rev. C. D. Kittoe was gladly willing to 
assist me in tracing the grave. He con- 
tacted the health officer in charge of the 
cemetery in Saltpond but unfortunately 
there was no record up to 1902. Mr. 
Kittoe did not despair; he knew that the 
late Bro. Velthuysen had been working 
in Anyonmain and he investigated in that 
small village, 4 miles out of Saltpond. 
The Amooko family who were the first 
converts of Mr. Velthuysen were not there 
any more. All of them died or went some- 
where else. However, Mr. Kittoe was able 
to contact an old man, Mr. Eduan Baiden, 
of over 85 years who was the headmaster 
of the Methodist school in Anyonmain 
in the period in which Mr. Velthuysen 
was in that village. He went to Cape 
Coast where the old man lives now in 
retirement and he was able to find out 
that Mr. Baiden had actually known and 
befriended the late Peter Velthuysen. 


Mr. Baiden told how our missionary 
and his friend was taken to Saltpond 
Hospital and died there after a few days. 
He also attended the funeral and he 
remembered where our missionary was 
buried. A few days later the spot was 
recognized by the old man who had 
agreed to guide the party to the spot. The 
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place is inside the compound of the cem 
tery and is marked by a stone and a fra; 
ment of a white cross of stone. Howeve 
no name was placed on the grave althoug 
the villagers knew that a “white mar : 
was buried there.

Ministers Are Warned 
of Security Law Deadline 


Many ministers of the Gospel will lose 
their rights to social security unless they 
do something about it before the 15th 
of next April. Here’s what they must do: 


1. If they don’t have a social security 
card, they should go to the Social Security 
Office and get one. 

2. Next, go to the nearest Internal 
Revenue Office and ask for a waiver form. 


3, Fill out this waiver form and leave 
it at the Internal Revenue Office. 

If a minister takes these steps, and 
makes $400 or more in a year, his earn- 
ings will count toward old-age, survivors, 
and disability insurance benefits. 

This means that he and his dependents 
can get monthly benefit checks when he 
retires at age 65 or later. Also, if he be- 
comes too disabled to do any more work, 
he may be able to get monthly benefit 
checks starting at age 50. 

The important thing for many ministers 
to keep in mind is that time is running 
out. If they want social security insurance 
protection for themselves and their fam- 
ilies, they should do something about it 
now.

Middle East Mission Study 
By Mrs. Charles Aurand 


The women of our denomination have 
asked for ways to make study programs 
of greater interest. The thirty denomina- 
tions of the United Church Women have 
designated the Middle East as the foreign 
study theme for this year and have given 
us a wealth of ideas to use. When we 
realize that these subjects are chosen and 
the authors selected five years in advance, 
it is evident that heavenly guidance has 
directed this year’s topic. 

Our local Program Committee selected 
New Voices, Old Worlds by Paul Geren; 
This Is the Middle East by John Blum- 
berg; Fun and Festival by Joan Rowland; 
and a little play, “The Khanum and Her 
Treasures.” From these books we hope 
to develop inspirational and informative 
as well as happy social times. 


From the little booklet Fun and Festival 
we have taken some recipes to make our 
luncheon different. “Tafaddul” means 
“Come and Eat,” which will be our greet- 
ing. Some of the interesting recipes are 
as follows: Cous Cous, a stew, and Shish 
Kebab, made with lamb. An Egyptian 
main dish, called Shakasir, is a creamed 
chicken seasoned with a little garlic and 
other spices and eaten with rice and 
covered with a sauce. 


The green salad is made with olive oil 
and lemon juice. Trays of almond cakes 
or cookies called ‘‘Lauz Khubz’ can be 
served with Arabic tea or Turkish coffee. 
Then there can be trays of dried fruits, 
candies, nuts, olives, grapes, raisins, 
oranges, etc. 


This little booklet also contains songs, 
games, and festival ideas such as bazaars, 
where no prices are listed but bartering 
is encouraged; or a social, “In a Persian 
Garden,” with low tables and cushions 
on the floor. 


For our program, we have selected 
“This Is the Middle East’ because the 
text gives a concise, documentary des- 
cription about life in this area. The 
photographs, the data, the work of the 
church, and the basic underlying causes 
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of the present tensions, make this a vei 
useful book, especially as an introductio 
to this subject. 


The biographies of Christian worke; 
in the Middle East are given in Ne 
Voices, Old Worlds. The work of Amef' 
can missionaries and teachers as well {| 
that of native Christian leaders is insptj 
ing. Stories of the work of John ani 
Dorothy Van Ess (who were sent frot 
Hope College in Michigan) in the Boy} 
and Girls’ Schools for Arabs in Iraq; q 
the story of a native Egyptian teaché 
who uses Frank Laubach’s methods in hij 
teaching; the work done among th 
refugees; and even the story of Charle 
Malik from Lebanon, the diplomat at th 
United Nations, give new insight int 
this troubled area. 


If further study is desired, The Mide 
East Pilgrimage by R. Park Johnson ma 
be used with the “Adult Guide on th 
Middle East” by Y. Armajami. Yout 
leaders will find A Tool in His Hand an 
a filmstrip, “Village Reborn,” helpful 
Maps and recent periodicals are also ver 
useful.

for October 18, 1958 


The Meaning of Jesus’ Baptism ~ 
Lesson Scripture: Luke 3: 15-22, © 
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California Tumbleweeds 


There is a popular western song about 
bleweeds, the words of which I cannot 
Bite recall. Nearly everyone knows that 
sumbleweed is a stiff, bushy plant which 
feaks away from its roots in the fall 
: rolls with the changing winds across 


e fields until it is caught by a fence 
» hedge or hollow. 


In the edge of a city park two 13-year- 
1 boys, Wayne Tarbell and Joe Fonseca, 
nd beside a giant California tumble- 
ted, the kind that bounces across waste- 
id, vineyards, and highways. Motorists 
> startled by them at night when they 
sh across their headlights or crunch 
ainst fenders and radiators as they rush 
yng with the wind. Special precautions 
ve to be taken on certain roads to avoid 
idents when these weeds mature and 
rt tumbling. Property owners have two 
dices, to cultivate their land in the 
mmer or gather and burn the weeds in 
> fall. It seems to me I have read some- 
ng like that in the parables of Jesus. 


One of the teen-age boys pictured here 
a motherless American lad with a paper 
ite who seems to be developing 
operly. The other is one of a large 
>xican family who also gives every ap- 
urance of becoming a good citizen. My 
yt acquaintance with them does not 
ow me to say more. There are thousands 
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of other boys the same age who may be 
said to live in untended fields. They are 
growing rapidly, and at the present they 
are fresh and green like the tumbleweed 
which we loosened from the ground in 
July with a long-handled shovel. It would 
be a pity if these thousands of boys (and 
girls, too) developed into tumbling tum- 


bleweeds in the fall. 


Here is another picture of a grown man 
whom we met just across the dry river a 


mile or so from where our teen-age 
friends live. His untended beard is yellow, 
as is his long hair. He was unknown in 
the neighborhood, for he lived in a make- 
shift house on wheels drawn by an old 
tractor. He camped by the dry river bed 
only a few days and then was gone. He 
used the little pushcart to carry water and 
supplies. When asked where his home 
was, he replied, ‘I left home in 1900 and 
haven’t been back since. Now I have a 
little government pension.” 


No thirteen-year-old expects to become 
a tumbleweed like that old man. But 
there are other kinds. Anyone who does 
not in early life become firmly grounded 
in Christ, who does not consciously com- 
mit himself to the way of the Lord, is in 
danger of becoming a spiritual tumble- 
weed, having no value to himself and 
erhaps becoming a problem to society. 
Such, the Bible says, shall in the end be 
gathered and burned. Unlike the plants in 
the field, we can choose our destiny. Let 
us choose early and wisely.

“Launch Out into the Deep” 


Now when Jesus had left speaking, he 
said unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, 
and let down your nets for a draught. 
And Simon answering said unto him, 
Master, we have toiled all night, and 
have taken nothing: Nevertheless at thy 
word I will let down the net. 
Luke 5: 4, 5. 
This is the theme and Scripture text 
which the president of the Mid-Continent 
Association has chosen for our meetings 
October 10-12. It is an appropriate theme 
because of the statistical report given at 
General Conference. Once again this year 
we decreased on the home field. Only 
sixteen churches of our sixty churches re- 
ported a net increase in membership. 
What happened in the other forty-four 
churches? Who failed in taking seriously 
the words of Jesus: “Launch out into 
the deep’? Was it the pastors or the 
laymen of the churches who failed? Prob- 
ably it was both. Each will have reasons 
to give for not launching out. The reasons 
will be varied and will be many, too 
many to enumerate. Yet after they are all 
given the simple fact remains that we have 
not launched out for souls as Christ told 
His disciples to do. 


There is no reason why we should not 
be catching souls for Christ except the 
fact that we are unwilling to go fishing 
for Christ. Christ has given us all the 
necessary tackle to catch souls. He has 
told us where to go fishing. He has 
promised to go with us. Yet with all of 
these we still do not go fishing for souls. 
Our Association meetings will point out 
the equipment and the fishing grounds. 
There will be little left for us to know 
about going fishing for the Master. After 
everything is said there will still be 
needed fishermen who will go fishing. 
Will we respond to Christ’s words, 
“Launch out into the deep,” as Peter and 
the disciples responded? Even though 
they had toiled all night they said, 
“Nevertheless at thy word we will let 
down the net.” 


If we do as Jesus told His disciples 
long ago, then ‘at the end of our Con- 
ference year 1958-59, each church will 
show an increase instead of a decrease.
